That lajhls work; • tt' takes from 
live hundred- to a. thousand,. young trees 
to make the betftilTo kind of dwelling 
which Is. In favor and which la excel- 
lently, adapted' for protection, When 
the husband has erected the hut It is 
the wife's ■ place to ' cut' grass, carry It 
home, and thatch the kraal 'Ohce a 
year.'' She looks after all that Is need- 
ed in the hut, cooks the food, gets the 
firewood,- and makes the beer, which 
Is not a small task,- for the' men drink 
it In 'Immense, quantities.'. It is made 
from millet and mealies, ' and is' mild 
but Intoxicating. "Until quite recently 
.everything was carried, on the head. 
A .Zulu woman will carry 200 pounds 
of mealies In. this fashion. When a 
Kaffir waB first 'seen carrying a load by 
the band instead of on hie bead, the 
Dutch thought' It, a 'dangerous' Imita- 
tion of- European fashion. Women 
have, bo far asserted themselves m to 
refuse to hoe .the. mealies for planting, 
but they will- weed; . A woman goes 

; about with her baby tied on her back, 
while she rocks herself .and croons to 
it When a man dies his wldow'.niay, 
If she, chooses;: become the wife of his 
brother.'. She' stays at tho kraal, and 
all the children, Including those of the 
new marriage, are held to 'belong, to 
her eldest son,., who takes his father's 
place aa guardian, and has the privil- 
ege of UHlng, supposedly .for the com-. 
mon goodi all the wages' of the young- 
er sons. It thus sometimes happens 
that ,- a'., little "bey Is h'oad over hie 
mother and older Bisters. If the widow 
does not choose to^ marry .the.' brother, 
but . takes .another : husband, she loBe's 
alT control of her children, ..who stay 
In thelr'father'B kraal,— Youth's Com- 
poulon.

Tho most' terrible Btoamshlp disaster 
that llio Pacific coast hns ever known 
occurred o.fcw miles frbiu San Francisco 
Friday morning nt 
dayfciTuk, when the 
Pacific Mall steam- 
er City of Itlo do 
Janeiro ran on a 
hidden rock .just 
outside the Golden 
Gate, ns she was 
attempting to make 
the entrance to San 
F r an cIsco bay, 
.Within ten minutes 
bhc was a total 
wreck, ' and some- 
where la the kelp 
that fringes tlio 
coast or imprisoned In the cabins. of tho 
vessel wove. more thou a. hundred bodies 
of men, women nnd children, who a fow 
motnents before they went down to their 
death were beginning a new day, happy 
la the thought thnt In a few hours at 
most they would be ashore 

Of the '201 souls on board but seventy: 
nino were sawl. Tho bodies were wash- 
ed n shore. Against all the rest of the 
names on the roster of passengers and 
crow Is pliicud the word "missing." And 
with only a" part of 'tho vessel's smoke- 
stack ami rigging showing nbove tho oca's 
surface near treacherous Mile Itock that 
word has but one meaning. 

nomisevlllii Wild man, United Slates 
consul ccnernl to Hongkong, his wife aud i 
two children wore nmoug those who per- 
ished lu the wreck. Tho Kio dc Jnteiru 
was Inbound from Hongkong via Hono- 
lulu and wdV three days overdue. .The 
vessel sailed from Hongkong Jan. 22. 
Pilot Frederick Jordan, who was nt tho 
helm when the ship' struck, was wnihcd 
ashore, bruised. ami lnsruslble. 

The steamer reached the Heads Thurs- 
day night, three days overdue from 
Hongkong. For several miles tip- nnd 
down th a const where she rode walling 
for her plltt the* fog hung Hko a blanket, 
and the itlo lay to. Pilot Jordan picked 
her up with his schooner, boarded her 
and then began to maneuver for a good 
position so -that' he might draw iu Hue 
with the- lights *on Fort' Point and the 
CHIT House when morning came.. 

At nbotit 4 o'clock the fog -lifted and 
the lights, were plainly visible. The Itlo 
wns started under n slow bell toward tho 
Gate, but In half nn hour ran Into an- 
other fog hunk, ' She felt her way again, 
hut wns making snlllclcnt speed for many 
passengers to dress nud make -their way 
to tho deck; where they stood peering out 
Into tlie darkness and speculating wheth- 
er they would' he oa ling their breakfast In' 
San Francisco or uot, 

In Stent or Tardy, 
Between them and their deslro lay Mile 
ltock, a -jagged, sharp spur running out 
from half-shore to the south of tho North 
Head, This name Mile Jtock has been 
dreaded by mariners over since vessels 
began to pass In nml out of San Fran- 
cisco bay.
